Be sure the fuse on the electrical 
circuit you use is not over 15 am 
peres. 
Don’t plug too many cords into 
one outlet. 
Don’t let Christmas wrappings 
accumulate in the home. 
Use 
noncombustible 
materials 
that have been flame proofed. 
Untreated cotton batting, paper J 
and certain cloth costuming will 
ignite easily and burn with great 
intensity.

This is true if a farm hand works 
on twenty different days in the 
calendar year for one farm er and 
receives cash pay for his work on 
a time basis, that is, if he is paid 
by the hour, day, week, etc. 
The 
total amount of pay in such a case 
iv not material. 
For example. $20 
paid to a worker for one hour’s 
work on twenty different days dur 
mg the course of the year would 
have to be reported for social se 
Clinty p u r p le s . 
But, if a worker 
receives cash pay of $150 in the 
year. 
he 
must 
be 
reported 
for 
social security purposes, regardless 
of the num ber of days worked, Mr 
Hill said. 
Briefly, in 1957 a farm er must 
make a social security report to the 
Director of Internal Revenue for 
each worker to whom he pays $150 
or more in cash wages for farm 
work.
